We shall be pleased to open Ledger accounts with customers on receipt of two approved 
references; but with this exception our terms are cash with order. Payment is expected on the 
20th of month following delivery. 

DEiSPATCH OF ORDERS 

We have special facilities for the prompt despatch of goods to our customers, and except in isolated 
cases orders are executed same day as rece^ived. 

CARRIAGE 

For orders under £2 los. in value, please add an amount for postage. Any balance will be 
returned with receipt. 

We deliver free by ])Ost, or to nearest station in England or Wales, on orders over ^2. los., and 
to any station in Scotland or Ireland on orders over 3^5. 

Exceptions to above terms are Saw Benches, Grindstones, Forges, Bellows, Vices, Anvils, Swage 
^ Blocks, and other heavy goods and machinery. 

PACKING 

We employ an experienced staff of packers, and use all care to protect goods against injury in transit. 
We do not usually make any charge for packing small parcels, but if heavy cases have to be used 
we make a charge, but allow full price if retiu*ned in good condition carriage paid.

The bigger type drills can also be delivered 
to be employed at two- or three-phase current.

Stubs’ Gauges 


In using the gauges known as Stubs' Gauges, there should be constantly borne in mind the difference 
between the Stubs' Iron Wire Gauge and the Stubs’ Steel Wire Gauge. The Stubs’ Iron Wire Gauge is the 
one commonly known as the English Standard Wire or Birmingham Gauge, and designates the Stubs’ 
soft wire sizes. The Stubs’ Steel Wire Gauge is the one that is used in measuring drawn steel wire or 
drill rods of Stubs’ make, and is also used by many makers of American drill rods. 

The letter sizes given in above list are the same as those used for Morse letter size drills. 


TO TEST STEEL 
AND IRON 

Nitric Acid will pro¬ 
duce a black spot on 
steel; the darker the 
spot, the harder the 
steel. Iron, on the 
contrary, remains 
bright if touched with 
nitric acid. Good steel 
in its soft state has 
a curved fracture and 
a uniform grey lustre ; 
in its hard state a dull, 
silvery, uniform white. 
Cracks, threads, or 
sparkling particles de¬ 
note bad ’quality. 

A white heat will 
ruin good steel, and it 
cannot be forged under 
the hammer at a bright 
red heat, but it is 
most ductile at a 
moderate heat. When 
hardened in water the 
strength of steel is 
reduced, but is in¬ 
creased in strength and 
toughness by being 
hardened in oil. 

Case - hardening 
weakens bolts.
